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The  following  Is  an  excerpt  from  a  1952  Centennial  publication: 

Account  of  the  First  Town  Meeting  of 
Swampscott 

HELD  IN  ATLANTIC  HALL 
JUNE  5, 1852 

The  name  Swampscott  has  been  derived  from  an  Indian  name  of  similar  sound 
meaning  upright  rock  and  very  early  was  given  to  the  tract  of  land  lying  along  the 
shore  between  Lynn  and  Marblehead.  The  origin  of  our  town  is  connected  with  the 
beginnings  of  New  England  itself.  The  name  Humphrey  of  our  main  street  reminds 
us  that  a  large  part  of  Swampscott  was  at  one  time  the  farm  of  John  Humphrey, 
Deputy  Governor  of  the  Colony. 

Like  the  rest  of  New  England  we  felt  the  terror  of  Indian  attack,  and  the  relief, 
when  in  course  of  years,  that  danger  passed  away,  as  the  Indian  vanished  from  the 
shores  of  this  bay  which  had  been  his  favorite  spot. 

The  very  first  tannery  in  New  England  was  in  the  limits  of  our  town  on  the  corner 
of  Burrill  and  New  Ocean  Streets  and  the  descendants  of  that  same  enterprising  man 
Francis  Ingalls  walk  our  streets  and  do  noble  service  for  their  fellow  townsmen  as  did 
that  first  settler  of  Swampscott. 

This  probably  we  may  call  the  beginning  of  the  shoe  and  leather  industry  of 
Lynn. 

The  bay,  teeming  with  fish,  gradually  attracted  hardy  men,  and  in  place  of  the 
few  houses  strung  along  the  country  road  leading  along  the  shore  from  Lynn  to  Mar- 
blehead we  became  a  separate  body  corporate  —  a  flourishing  little  town. 

In  1850  Lynn  changed  to  the  city  form  of  government.  To  the  people  of  the 
eastern  end  of  the  town,  their  fellow  townsmen  seemed  launched  on  a  career  of  wild 
extravagance,  and  an  agitation  began  to  secure  a  release  from  the  main  body. 

This  did  not  seem  to  meet  with  much  opposition  for  the  only  notice  taken  of  it  in 
the  Lynn  News  of  that  time  is  this:  An  extra  session  of  the  city  council  is  called  to  act 
on  the  petition  of  Henry  J.  Thing  and  others  for  the  separation  of  Swampscott  from 
Lynn.  Some  one  at  this  session  made  a  motion  for  a  joint  special  committee  to  oppose 
with  power  to  employ  counsel,  which  was  carried.  No  further  notice  appears  than 
this  —  no  account  of  the  passing  of  the  bill  by  the  legislature  granting  the  incorpora- 
tion nor  of  the  celebration  that  followed. 

The  parties  of  the  time  were  Whig  and  Democrat  and  Swampscott  was  a  demo- 
cratic stronghold.  The  paper,  the  files  of  which  were  consulted,  was  Whig  in  its  sym- 
pathies so  perhaps  that  had  something  to  do  with  the  meagerness  of  its  news  re- 
garding us.  But  the  cause  lies  probably  in  the  stormy  time  Lynn  was  having  in  electing 
a  city  government  as  the  following  squib  from  a  Portland  paper  on  Lynn's  trying  for  a 
fifth  time  to  elect  a  mayor,  shows.  "Why  don't  Lynn  people  elect  a  mayor  as  we 
Portland  people  do?"  —  a  state  of  affairs  which  causes  us  to  sympathize  with  our  further 
desire  to  separate  from  Lynn.  However,  whether  because  of  interest  in  its  own  affairs 
or  through  lack  of  appreciation  of  our  importance.  Swampscott  with  little  opposition 
in  due  legal  form  paid  and  obtained  the  right  to  become  a  body  corporate,  which,  it  is 
said,  Lynn  has  often  regretted  since. 

The  first  thing  done  on  obtaining  the  grant  was  to  celebrate.  On  May  29  a  great 
celebration  was  held.  Bells  were  rung  and  cannon  fired.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a 


procession,  music  by  Salem  brass  band  and  an  address  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Clarke  from  the 
balcony  of  Atlantic  Hall  which  stood  on  Humphrey  Street.  This  was  followed  by  a 
collation. 

Now  came  the  more  serious  business  of  the  first  town  meeting.  The  first  step 
was  a  warrant  to  Mr.  Waldo  Thompson,  justice  of  the  peace,  praying  that  some  prom- 
inent citizen  be  notified  to  notify  voters  of  Swampscott  to  meet  and  vote  for  town 
officers.  Mr.  Thing  was  notified  to  call  the  voters  together  and  the  articles  warrant 
issued  were  the  same  as  they  are  on  every  town  warrant,  to  elect  clerk,  moderator, 
town  officers,  to  raise  money  for  expenses,  to  repair  highways;  and  only  the  articles 
to  make  division  of  public  property  between  Lynn  and  Swampscott,  to  purchase  a 
burial  ground  distinguish  this  warrant  from  any  other. 

In  accordance  to  the  warrant  the  voters  met  June  5,  1852  and  were  called  to 
order  by  Mr.  Waldo  Thompson  who  made  remarks  appropriate  to  the  occasion.  The 
town  clerk  was  first  chosen.  Mr.  John  Seger  was  elected  to  this  office  almost  unani- 
mously. After  the  administering  of  oath  of  offices  Mr.  Samuel  Pitman  was  made 
moderator  and  the  town  meeting  was  formally  opened  by  prayer  by  the  Rev.  J.  B. 
Clarke. 

For  this  important  occasion,  Mr.  Leonard  Thompson  of  Woburn,  one  of  few 
summer  visitors  of  that  time,  had  had  a  ballot  box  made  with  the  inscriptions  "Shield 
of  Liberty"  and  "Swampscott  1852"  on  the  ends.  This  was  now  presented  and  the 
following  note  read: 

"Gentlemen: 

Please  accept  the  gift  accompanying  this  note  as  a  slight  testimonial 
of  respect  for  your  unvarying  kindness  in  friendly  intercourse  with  the  many 
visitors  to  your  pleasant  town  and  what  should  be  as  widely  known  that 
steady  regard  for  popular  government,  mutual  improvement  and  equal 
rights  which  ever  has  and  ever  shall  characterize  the  results  of  depositing 
the  intelligent  strong  will  of  the  people  even  in  a  frail  ballot  box.  With  many 
wishes  for  your  continued  prosperity, 

Very  respectfully, 

L.  Thompson,  Jr." 

The  first  action  of  the  new  town's  first  meeting  was  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Thompson  for  his  timely  present.  After  a  motion  to  dispense  with  assessors  for  the 
present  year  as  the  taxes  had  been  assessed  by  Lynn  and  were  being  collected,  the 
next  business  was  to  choose  town  officers.  There  evidently  was  no  list  of  voters 
for  everybody  recorded  his  name  on  voting  —  the  number  voting  was  155  probably 
not  all  the  voters  in  town.  Two  selectmen,  Mr.  Eben  Phillips  and  Mr.  Sam.  Pitman 
were  elected.  The  majority  rule  being  followed  at  that  time  neither  Mr.  Henry  Thing 
nor  Mr.  Thomas  Stanley  obtained  votes  enough  to  elect  and  two  more  ballotings 
were  necessary  to  elect  Mr.  Thing  as  third  selectman. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  the  native  members  of  the  club  to  note  some  of  the 
officials  elected:  Mr.  John  Chapman  was  made  treasurer;  Rev.  J.  B.  Clarke,  Mr.  Henry 
Hall,  Mr.  Edward  Woodford  were  overseers  of  the  poor.  Mr.  John  Washburn  was 
surveyor  of  highways,  Mr.  Benj.  Davis,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Galeucia,  constables. 

At  the  adjourned  meeting  of  June  12,  2  P.M.,  the  motion  to  have  no  assessors 
was  reconsidered  and  three  were  elected.  This  is  of  interest  from  the  number  of 
votes  cast  —  whole  vote  7;  necessary  for  a  choice  4.  Are  we  to  imply  there  were  but 
7  voters  present  at  this  adjourned  meeting?  No  one  has  been  found  who  can  explain  it. 


The  next  officials,  tything  men,  take  us  back  more  than  two  centuries  to  Puritan 
days,  Mr.  William  Widger,  Mr.  Jonathan  Blaney,  and  Mr.  John  Wilkins  were  elected  to 
look  after  the  morals  of  the  little  community.  The  names  of  other  officials  are  Mr. 
Philander  Holden,  measurer  of  wood  and  bark,  Mr.  Moses  Gilbert,  surveyor  of  lumber, 
A.  C.  Newell,  Samuel  Bartlett,  Hugh  Douglas,  Field  drivers,  Board  of  Health,  Dr. 
Joseph  Holder.  Mr.  James  Nisbett,  A.  C.  Newell,  Fence  Viewers,  Mr.  Washburn, 
Ebenezer  Weeks,  Fitz  William  Griffin,  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  Mr.  J.  B. 
Richardson,  Auditors,  Ebenezer  Weeks,  James  Phillips  and  Henry  Hall. 

The  seriousness  and  dignity  which  men  of  the  time  put  into  the  business  of 
voting  and  the  manner  in  which  solid  men  of  affairs  accepted  the  small  offices  lends 
such  office  dignity  and  is  a  lesson  to  the  present  generation  of  voters.  Time  was 
!  then  given  without  compensation.  There  was  no  money  inducement  in  office  holding. 

One  of  the  chief  measures  to  be  passed  was  that  to  borrow  money  to  meet 
expenses  —  it  was  voted  to  borrow  $3,000  to  defray  expenses.  Matters  to  be  adjusted 
between  Lynn  and  Swampscott  were  left  to  the  selectmen:  namely,  the  apportion- 
iment  of  debt,  of  collected  taxes,  of  public  property  and  were  quickly  and  amicably 
! arranged  and  Swampscott  received  as  her  portion  of  public  property  a  school  house, 
a  fire  engine  and  Atlantic  Hall;  of  the  debt,  only  $5,450  fell  to  our  share. 

Some  of  the  bylaws  passed  at  that  town  meeting  are  interesting  either  by  reason 
of  difference  of  custom  at  the  present  time  as:  The  meeting  being  organized  the 
moderator  shall  call  on  any  clergyman  to  open  the  meeting  with  prayer;  or  no  person 
shall  speak  twice  or  more  than  20  minutes,  a  bylaw  still  among  town  laws  but  no 
longer  heeded;  meeting  to  be  held  2nd  Saturday  in  March.  No  disorderly  children 
shall  misspend  their  time  in  the  streets  or  in  the  fields  during  school  hours,  or  by 
reference  to  that  portion  of  the  town  which  is  its  chief  charm.  All  persons  prohibited 
from  hauling  sand  from  the  beaches  except  for  mechanical  purposes. 

No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  to  defray  expenses  of  educating  the 
7  scholars  from  this  town  now  attending  the  high  school  in  Lynn.  Otherwise  than  this 
education  seems  to  have  been  dealt  with  in  a  liberal  spirit,  $1,400  to  be  given  for 
school  purposes  as  against  $300  for  highways  and  $3,000  for  town  expenses  as  a 
whole.  The  school  building  we  received  in  the  apportionment  of  property  was  a  new 
and  up  to  date  building,  the  best  in  the  City  of  Lynn,  and  still  standing  on  Redington 
St.,  and  about  200  scholars  of  all  grades  attended. 

Besides  that  palladium  of  liberty  the  ballot  box,  the  town  had  presented  to  it  a 
gift  for  the  saving  of  the  lives  of  those  who  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships.  At  one  of  the 
adjourned  meetings  of  the  first  meeting,  R.  B.  Forbes,  Esq.,  gave  the  town  a  life  boat 
and  life  preservers. 

From  the  menace  of  fire  we  were  protected  by  the  hand  engine  Atlantic,  which 
also  came  to  us  in  the  division  of  public  property.  Mr.  Nathaniel  Galeucia  was  given 
the  important  duty  of  caring  for  the  same  and  keeping  it  in  order. 

Still  another  gift  was  presented  the  newborn  town.  A  library  of  250  books  was 
given  by  Dr.  William  A.  Lawrence,  Mr.  D.  Holman  Millett  was  chosen  first  librarian. 

Humphrey  Street  in  1852  had  no  sea  wall  at  either  King's  or  lower  beach  and 
the  road  sloped  to  the  beach.  The  expenditures  for  highways  that  first  year  were  less 
'than  $300  appropriated. 

Four  women  taxpayers  appear  on  the  first  tax  list. 

The  hearts  of  the  Swampscott  people  have  never  had  to  grieve  at  dire  poverty 
within  their  midst  and  in  that  first  year's  expenses  $32  only  were  for  the  poor.  The 
:lerk  merely  remarked  that  the  amount  is  so  small  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  give 
the  details.

The  following  is  a  report  from  your  Board  of  Selectmen  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Swampscott. 

This  has  been  a  very  busy  and  interesting  year  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  One 
of  our  first  decisions  of  the  year  was  the  use  of  the  anti-recession  funds  sent  to  the 
town  by  the  federal  government.  These  funds  were  to  be  used  to  curb  unemploy- 
ment and  to  provide  employment.  These  funds  were  used  to  paint  all  the  railings  along 
the  seawall,  paint  the  pier,  repair  the  lodge  at  Jackson  Park,  clear  the  underbrush  in  the 
various  parks  throughout  the  town,  provide  labor  and  materials  for  insulation  and  wir- 
ing of  the  Town  Hall,  paint  the  bleachers  at  Blocksidge  Field,  and  attend  to  many  other 
small  projects  too  numerous  to  enumerate  in  this  report.  Eighteen  of  our  young  people 
were  provided  with  summer  employment  through  this  program. 

Through  the  utilization  of  the  Comprehensive  Employment  Training  Act  (CETA) 
funds,  fifteen  of  our  residents  who  were  unemployed  are  currently  working  with  our 
Public  Works  Department.  These  employees  are  paid  from  federal  funds  at  no  cost 
to  the  Town  of  Swampscott. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  negotiations  and  settlements  were  reached  with 
all  of  the  unions  representing  employees  of  the  town.  We  are  currently  meeting  and 
bargaining  with  the  unions  of  the  1978  contracts. 
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The  Board  has  met  on  a  continuing  basis  with  the  various  representatives  in  the 
state  legislature  for  two  reasons: 

(1)  to  keep  abreast  of  proposed  and  pending  legislation 

(2)  to  advise  our  representatives  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  of  our  posi- 
tion in  the  legislature. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  our  representatives  on  Beacon  Hill  have 
been  most  responsive  to  our  requests. 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  has  been  represented  at  meetings  of  the  Essex  County 
Advisory  Board  and  the  Essex  County  Selectmen's  Association  and  the  Massachu- 
setts Selectmen's  Association. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  attended  many  meetings  relating  to  the  operation 
of  the  M.B.T.A.  all  over  Essex  County,  in  order  to  try  to  come  up  with  solutions  to  the 
ever  increasing  costs  of  the  operation,  and  the  continuing  reduction  in  service. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  during  the  past  year,  appointed  the  Economy  and 
Revenue  Committee  to  review  the  total  expenditures  of  all  departments  to  see  if 
some  reductions  could  be  effected  that  would  slow  down  the  ever  increasing  tax 
rate.  We  were  very  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  a  group  of  professional 
people  to  perform  this  task. 

Our  Police  Department,  under  the  able  direction  of  Chief  William  J.  Carlin,  con- 
tinues to  maintain  its  excellent  record  of  being  one  of  the  finest  police  departments 
in  the  state. 

Our  thanks  goes  to  Town  Counsel,  Timothy  J.  Davern,  Assistant  Town  Counsel, 
Harvey  F.  Rowe,  Bargaining  Agent,  Thomas  H.  Driscoll,  our  Secretary,  Joseph  C. 
Sinatra,  and  to  our  most  able,  efficient,  and  professional  Kay  Donlon  who  is  "on 
deck"  on  a  full-time  basis  making  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  operate  from 
day  to  day. 

To  all  of  the  Boards,  Committees,  and  staff  that  have  made  this  office  run  a  little 
more  smoothly,  thank  you.

MAJOR  PUBLIC  WORKS  PROJECTS 

SANITARY  SEWER  EXTENSIONS  CONSTRUCTED 
BY  PUBLIC  WORKS  EMPLOYEES: 

Preliminary  drilling  was  started  in  the  Galloupes  Point  and  Fosters  Dam  areas. 
Contracts  were  awarded  for  the  two  Lift  Stations  for  Galloupes  Point  and  Fosters 
Dam.  The  lifts  will  be  installed  as  soon  as  they  arrive,  and  construction  of  sewer  mains 
will  also  start. 

DRAIN  EXTENSIONS  CONSTRUCTED  BY  PUBLIC  WORKS  EMPLOYEES: 

Hillcrest  Circle  (Burpee  Road  To  Hillcrest  Circle) 

Dennison  Avenue  to  Hawthorne  Brook 

Drain  along  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  to  Muskrat  Pond  was  completed.  Mus- 
krat  Pond  was  also  cleaned  of  muck  and  debris. 

A  new  weir  will  be  installed  at  Foster  Pond  and  Muskrat  Pond  this  year. 

WATER  PROJECTS  PERFORMED  BY  PUBLIC  WORKS  EMPLOYEES: 

Approximately  25  relays  and  22  new  services  were  done  this  year.  The  area  around 
the  standpipe  was  beautified.  Approximately  5  fire  hydrants  were  installed  and/or 
repaired. 
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CHAPTER  90  ROAD  WORK: 

A  section  of  Hillcrest  Circle  was  completed  this  fall.  Work  on  the  rest  of  Hillcrest 
Circle  will  begin  this  spring  and  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Also,  reconstruction  of  Essex  Street  will  be  continued  this  fiscal  year  from 
Burpee  Road  to  the  Essex  Street  Bridge. 

ROADS  RESURFACED  AND/OR  RECONSTRUCTED  WITH  TOWN  FUNDS:

Dale  Road  and  a  section  of  Humphrey  Street  will  be  done  this  fiscal  year. 

Asphalt  emulsion  slurry  seal  will  be  done  this  fiscal  year  on  Lewis  Road.  This 
type  of  surface  has  proven  to  be  very  economical  when  applied  to  secondary  traveled 
roads  which  already  have  a  binder  course  of  bituminous  concrete  for  a  base.

(This  program  will  continue  during  the  fiscal  year  as  well  as  the  reconstruction 
of  concrete  sidewalks  on  Humphrey  Street  by  the  treatment  plant,  walkway  at  Chais- 
son  Memorial,  and  Norfolk  Avenue  by  the  Clark  School.) 

PARKS 

The  Public  Works  Department  is  responsible  for  maintenance  of  all  parks,  malls, 
tennis  courts,  basketball  courts,  playgrounds  and  beaches  in  Town.  Continuous 
maintenance  was  performed  on  all  of  the  above  mentioned  areas  by  the  Public  Works 
Department  during  the  spring,  summer,  and  fall  months. 

Construction  of  the  new  soccer  field  at  Phillips  Park  was  started  this  year.  This 
project  has  qualified  for  funding  and  labor  by  CETA.  This  will  reduce  the  Town's  cost 
of  the  project. 

Reconstruction  of  the  Lodge  at  Jackson  Park  was  completed. 

Funds  to  seal  the  Hockey  Rink  at  Jackson  Park  were  appropriated  at  this  year's 
Town  Meeting.  However,  it  is  the  feeling  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  that  no  more 
money  should  be  spent  by  the  Town  on  the  Hockey  Rink  because  of  vandalism  prob- 
lems which  exist  in  the  area. 
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A  program  of  removing  dutch  elm  diseased  trees,  other  trees  which  were  deter- 
mined to  be  dead  or  unsafe  to  the  public,  was  done  during  the  year.  The  wood  was 
made  available  to  all  town  residents  who  notified  the  Public  Works  office. 

Spraying  for  Oak  Leaf  Skeletonizer  was  done  as  well  as  the  use  of  leaf  mulch 
collected  from  trees  throughout  the  Town.  The  mulch  pile  was  relocated  to  the  rear 
of  the  Cemetery  this  year. 

CEMETERY 

112  burials  took  place  at  the  Cemetery  this  year.  Also,  a  policy  of  closing  the 
Cemetery  at  dusk  was  started,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  action  will  curb  some  of  the 
vandalism  in  the  cemetery  area. 

ENGINEERING 

Duties  Performed  by  the  Engineering  Division 

Design  and  inspection  of  all  sanitary  sewers,  storm  drains  and  water  main  ex- 
tensions; cemetery  expansion;  layout  and  surface  grading  of  streets  and  sidewalks; 
general  land  surveys  of  town  properties;  drafting  of  plans;  preparation  of  estimates 
both  cost  and  quantity  for  general  public  works  projects;  drawing  of  construction 
contracts  and  specifications;  furnishing  information  from  town  records  for  sub- 
divisions; keeping  Assessors  plates  up-to-date. 

TREATMENT  PLANT 

The  Swampscott  Water  Pollution  Control  Plant  as  well  as  2  Lift  Stations  are 
operated  and  maintained  by  the  Public  Works  Department. 

The  Swampscott  Treatment  Facility  is  designed  on  the  basis  of  an  average  flow 
rate  of  1 .5  MGD  and  has  a  capability  to  serve  the  Town  of  Swampscott. 

The  plant  is  a  Primary  Treatment  Plant  and  this  type  of  plant  provides  facilities 
for  removal,  treatment  and  disposal  of  settleable  and  floating  solids,  and  for  the 
reduction  of  suspended  solids  and  dissolved  organic  material.  Raw  sludge  and  scum 
are  dewatered  by  centrifuging,  burned  to  an  inert  ash  in  an  incinerator.  The  plant 
effluent  is  disinfected  by  chlorination  to  reduce  the  possible  spread  of  water-borne 
diseases  prior  to  discharge  to  Nahant  Bay. 

A  10  week  pilot  program  with  the  RESCO  Incinerator  in  Saugus  whereby  that 
facility  will  begin  burning  sludge  transported  from  the  Swampscott  Sewage  Treat- 
ment Plant  will  be  done  this  spring.  If  it  is  found  that  this  sludge  is  highly  combustible, 
then  the  Town's  own  incinerator  could  be  shut  down  at  a  saving  of  approximately 
$25,000  per  year  to  the  Town. 

Construction  of  a  building  to  enclose  the  stand-by  generator  will  be  built  this 
fiscal  year. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Guards  were  installed  on  the  following: 

Bradlee  Avenue  (across  the  old  B&M  right-of-way) 

Buena  Vista  Street  (near  the  intersection  of  Cherry  St.) 

Hillcrest  Circle  (near  the  intersection  of  Essex  St.) 
Wall  construction  at  Blaney  Beach. 
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A  new  heating  system  was  installed  in  a  portion  of  the  Town  Hall. 

A  new  basketball  court  as  well  as  a  section  of  a  new  playground  area  at  the 
Stanley  School  were  constructed  this  year. 

Approximately  15  Public  Works  employees  were  promoted  this  year. 

PUBLIC  WORKS  BUDGET 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  will  continue  to  work  on  a  "productivity  factor"  to 
keep  the  Public  Works  Budget  at  a  minimum.  The  following  shows  the  Public  Works 
Operating  Budgets  for  the  last  two  years:

1977  was  a  busy  and  profitable  year  for  the  library.  With  a  total  attendance  of 
74,352  (an  increase  of  10,000  since  1974),  our  records  show  a  circulation  of  111,640 
items,  which  is  a  substantial  growth  of  12,700  items  since  1974.  We  hope  that  in  the 
ensuing  years  we  will  continue  to  demonstrate  such  consistent  increase  in  usage. 

After  serving  two  terms  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Paul  C.  Miller 
chose  not  to  run  for  re-election,  and  Harold  Power  was  elected  as  the  new  board 
member.  Since  Saturday  morning  openings  during  the  summer  months  had  proved  to 
be  so  successful  last  year,  the  Trustees  decided  to  continue  the  practice  this  year. 
However,  due  to  a  reduction  in  this  year's  budget,  the  Trustees  regretfully  decided  to 
close  the  library  at  6  p.m.  on  Friday  evenings. Because  of  the  terrible  heat  wave  we  ex- 
perienced this  past  summer,  the  Trustees  purchased  air  conditioning  units  for  the 
Adult  Reading  Room  and  Children's  Room  of  the  library.  These  units  were  purchased 
from  accrued  interest  on  unrestricted  trust  funds  under  the  Trustees'  control,  and 
helped  make  August  one  of  our  busiest  months  ever.  In  May  the  Trustees  learned 
that  Mrs.  Constance  Lewis  Holt  had  left  a  bequest  in  her  will  to  the  library  board. 
This  bequest  will  become  a  trust  fund  for  the  purchase  of  books.  As  the  year  ended, 
the  library  was  enhanced  by  a  completely  rebuilt  front  stairs  and  entrance  to  the 
building,  thanks  to  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  using  CETA  help  and  Anti-Recession  funds.

The  year  1977  saw  a  few  changes  in  the  Children's  Room.  We  were  sorry  to  lose 
the  services  of  Maxine  Sugarman  as  part-time  library  assistant,  and  in  May  Jacqueline 
Downs  was  hired  as  her  replacement.  Mrs.  Downs  helps  to  plan  and  carry  out  the 
very  successful  Preschool  Story  Hour  Program.  Another  new  face  appeared  at  the 
end  of  August:  Pam  Hunkins  was  hired  through  the  CETA  program  as  a  full-time 
Children's  Room  assistant. 

The  library  was  again  recipient  of  an  LSCA  Title  I  Visual  Resources  grant  for  the 
visually  and  physically  handicapped  from  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Library  Ex- 
tension. With  the  $2,000  received,  the  library  purchased  many  new  items  of  equipment, 
such  as  cassette  and  record  players,  games,  various  types  of  book  holders  and  page 
turners,  as  well  as  many  additional  spoken  cassettes  and  records  and  Large  Print 
books  for  our  collection.  Working  with  the  Council  on  Aging,  the  library  sent  out  a 
questionnaire  to  all  over-60  residents  regarding  their  library  usage  and  interests, 
hoping  to  learn  of  their  needs  and  informing  them  of  our  new  programs  and  services. 

Several  outstanding  programs  were  presented  by  the  library  during  1977.  Featured 
were:  Christina  Tree,  travel  writer  for  the  Boston  Globe  and  the  New  York  Times;  a 
slide  presentation  on  historic  Williamsburg;  and  a  consumer  forum  with  speaker 
Michaela  Cleary  from  the  Massachusetts  Attorney  General's  Consumer  Protection 
Division.  Library  facilities  were  in  constant  demand  for  public  meetings  throughout 
the  year.  Twenty-five  various  cultural,  civic  and  educational  committees,  organizations 
and  groups  held  156  meetings  in  the  library. 

During  1977  the  library  borrowed  1,713  books  and  records  from  the  Eastern 
Region  Bookmobile,  for  both  the  Children's  and  Adult  rooms,  which  added  5,804  to 
the  total  circulation  count.  Through  Interlibrary  Loan  (Boston  Public  and  other  local 
libraries),  we  borrowed  91  books  for  our  patrons,  and  we  lent  seven  books  to  other 
libraries.  The  film-ordering  service  which  our  library  offers  was  used  by  eleven  local 
organizations  this  year,  and  166  free-loan  films  on  various  subjects  were  viewed  by 
2,973  people.  The  Wednesday  afternoon  film  program,  with  Sam  Levy  as  the  volunteer 
film  projectionist,  completed  its  sixth  full  year.  Again  we  express  our  thanks  to  Mr. 
Levy  for  this  faithful  and  competent  service  in  this  capacity. 

We  are  continuing  to  update  and  improve  our  Audio-Visual  collection  and  have 
added  many  new  items  in  addition  to  those  provided  by  the  grant.  Patrons  have  in- 
creased their  use  of  our  A-V  materials  by  87%  over  the  past  two  years. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  continue  to  hold  the  annual  book  sale  as  their  main 
project  to  raise  funds  for  items  of  library  equipment  not  provided  by  the  town.  Items 
purchased  this  year  include  two  small  and  one  large  paperback  carrousel  display 
units  for  the  Adult  Room  as  well  as  paying  the  balance  on  the  carpeting  for  the  room 
upstairs.  As  a  convenience  to  the  public,  the  Friends  are  selling  the  magazine  Book- 
views,  at  the  main  circulation  desk.  The  Friends  continue  to  sponsor  the  VITA  (Volun- 
terr  Income  Tax  Assistance)  program  and  the  Children's  Room  Summer  Party. 

Among  volunteers  assisting  with  various  library  duties  are:  Sally  Appel,  Evelyn 
Clayman,  Lois  Donohue,  Ursula  Deveney,  Betty  Feffer,  Janice  Frisch,  Charlotte  Gass- 
man,  Irma  Larger,  Harriet  Stiles  and  Adele  Taymore.  The  library  is  indeed  fortunate  in 
having  such  a  dedicated  and  hardworking  group  to  help  us  with  the  many  activities 
necessary  for  the  smooth  functioning  of  the  library. 

In  addition  to  the  many  individual  donations  of  books,  records  and  puzzles  this 
year,  the  library  has  purchased  books  from  generous  annual  contributions  made  by 
the  Temple  Israel  Sisterhood,  as  well  as  books  in  memory  of  Albert  W.  Lalime,  Joanna 
Morse,  Robert  Dolan  and  Jean  McCarty.  Our  thanks  also  go  to  the  Cottage  Gardeners 
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and  Mrs.  Charles  Perkins  for  the  Christmas  decorations,  and  the  Temple  Beth-El 
Sisterhood  for  the  Chanukah  display. 

We  wish  to  close  this  report  with  our  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  Library 
Director,  Ms.  Sally  Duplaix;  the  regular  full  and  part-time  staff  members;  and  the 
townspeople  of  Swampscott,  for  their  continued  enthusiastic  support  and  encour- 
agement.

The  Office  of  the  Authority  is  located  at  6  Duncan  Terrace  and  is  open  daily  from 
9:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.  every  day  except  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Regular  and  Special 
meetings  are  held  as  often  as  necessary  to  carry  out  the  business  of  the  Authority. 
The  Annual  Election  of  Officers  is  held  on  the  First  Tuesday  following  the  Annual 
Town  Election. 

The  Authority  was  established  in  1948  and  is  an  independent  corporation  from 
the  Town.  Four  members  are  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  and  the  fifth  member 
is  appointed  by  the  Secretary,  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development  for 
a  five  year  term.  The  other  four  members  are  elected  for  a  five-year  term  with  stag- 
gered expiration  dates  to  guarantee  a  majority  of  experienced  members  to  carry  out 
the  function  of  the  Authority.  All  vacancies  are  filled  by  a  vote  of  a  joint  meeting  be- 
tween the  Authority  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  until  the  next  Annual  Town  Election 
to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 
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As  requested  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Authority  will  make  this  Annual 
Report  brief  as  possible  in  an  effort  to  cut  down  the  cost  of  printing  the  Town  Report. 

Admission  and  Continued  Occupancy  Limits,  Eligibility  Requirements  for  both 
types  of  low  income  housing  units  in  the  Town  can  be  obtained  by  calling  the  Author- 
ity's Office  at  599-4557. 

PROJECT  667-3 

The  Authority  has  for  a  number  of  years  been  trying  to  secure  land  in  the  Town 
to  build  additional  units  for  the  Elderly  and  in  this  area,  the  Authority  is  waiting  to 
hear  the  outcome  of  House  Bill  No.  5878,  which  is  a  bill  to  provide  a  bond  authoriza- 
tion for  elderly  housing  construction.  On  the  passage  of  this  Legislation,  the  Housing 
Bureau  of  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development  will  forward  to  the 
Authority  new  guidelines  for  submitting  application  for  new  construction.

Throughout  the  year  several  conditions  arose  which  were  somewhat  unusual 
and  worthwhile  to  reflect  on  so  that  the  knowledge  and  experience  gained  therefrom 
can  be  used  in  analyzing  the  trends  and  resolving  some  of  the  problems  noted  by  this 
Department  in  Town  government. 

During  the  year  the  major  addition  and  alterations  to  the  Junior  High  School  were 
advanced  to  the  stage  of  substantial  completion  so  that  that  School  could  be  used  as 
the  new  High  School.  This  Department  was  put  to  considerable  work  and  put  under 
considerable  pressure  at  the  time  the  School  was  supposed  to  be  ready  for  completion 
because  the  Building  could  not  be  occupied  until  safety  regulations  and  other  re- 
quirements of  the  State  Building  Code  were  met.  This  Department  coordinated  the 
efforts  of  the  various  parties  involved  in  this  construction  project,  as  well  as  the 
various  Town  officials,  so  that  at  least  the  major  essential  portions  of  the  Building 
could  be  used.  As  other  portions  of  the  Building,  which  could  not  initially  be  approved 
for  usage,  were  completed,  re-inspections  were  made  and  those  portions  of  the 
Building  were  certified  for  occupancy.  In  the  future,  I  would  suggest  that  when  any 
public  construction  project  is  undertaken,  the  owner,  or  its  designee,  work  closely 
with  this  Department  so  that  this  Department  will  be  kept  aware  of  the  progress  of 
the  project,  as  well  as  any  difficulties  incurred  during  the  construction  of  the  project, 
so  that  this  Department  can  offer  whatever  assistance  it  is  able  and  so  as  to  avoid  the 
last  minute  rush,  inconveniencies  and  misunderstandings  that  result  when  the  con- 
struction sequences  are  carried  out  as  they  have  been  on  public  projects  in  recent 
years. 

Places  of  public  assembly  were  inspected  and  certificates  of  inspection  for 
same  were  issued.  Under  the  Massachusetts  State  Building  Code,  most  places  of 
public  assembly  must  be  inspected  and  issued  a  certificate  of  inspection  annually 
and  a  report  sent  to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety.  Not  all  persons  in  charge  of 
these  buildings  make  certain  that  the  requirements  of  the  Code  are  maintained  at  all 
times.  Because  of  this  fact,  it  means  that  this  Department  must  re-inspect  when  the 
'ieficiencies,  found  on  the  first  inspection,  are  corrected.  At. the  time  the  State  trans 
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ferred  the  responsibility  for  this  certification  procedure  from  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Safety  to  the  local  authorities,  the  local  authorities  could  not  fully  comprehend 
the  work  that  would  be  involved  in  inspecting  and  re-inspecting  these  buildings  in 
order  to  ensure  they  complied  with  the  new  Building  Code  that  had  just  come  into 
effect,  which  the  existing  buildings  did  not  comply  with,  nor  could  the  local  com- 
munities anticipate  the  economic  impact  on  the  community  that  would  be  incurred 
in  the  ensuring  of  the  compliance  of  these  places  of  public  assembly  with  the  Code.  I 
would  urge  that  any  future  attempts  of  the  State  to  transfer  responsibility  and  cost, 
such  as  was  done  under  the  State  Building  Code,  particularly  in  regard  to  places  of 
public  assembly,  be  resisted  by  every  possible  means. 

During  the  year  the  State  Building  Code  was  amended,  as  it  relates  to  the  re- 
quirements of  Day  Care  Centers.  Reassessment  of  the  facilities  available  at  the  sev- 
eral Day  Care  Centers  in  Town  had  to  be  made,  in  light  of  these  amendments;  and 
this  required  additional  inspections,  Code  research  and  administrative  procedures 
of  this  Department. 

This  Department  has  been  called  on  throughout  the  year  by  public  officials  in 
charge  of  various  public  buildings  to  either  inspect  or  to  make  recommendations 
relative  to  dangerous  conditions  or  alterations  to  be  made  to  these  buildings.  Inspec- 
tions of  these  facilities  were  made  and  recommendations  and  assistance  were  given. 

During  the  year  several  projects,  which  had  been  suspended  by  the  owners,  were 
restarted.  In  most  instances  new  owners  and  engineers  were  involved  and  this  De- 
partment, therefore,  had  to  resurrect  the  plans,  review  all  the  documentation  relating 
to  each  project,  arrange  for  the  transfer  of  responsibility  for  the  project  to  the  new 
owner  and  arrange  channels  of  communication,  inspection  procedures  and  the  like. 
Projects  of  this  type  require  more  scrutiny  and  administrative  work  than  projects 
which  are  started  and  completed  by  the  same  owner  within  the  usual  expected  con- 
struction time.  In  some  instances  new  regulations  became  effective  during  the  time 
the  project  was  not  in  progress  and  re-designing  of  the  project  in  those  instances 
was  required  so  as  to  incorporate  those  changes.  Projects  for  which  permits  were 
issued,  that  fall  within  this  category,  include  the  990  Office  Building,  Crown  Pointe, 
Hawthorne's  Crossing  and  Sutton  Place. 

The  question  of  the  Wetland  Map  was  again  brought  to  the  forefront  by  the 
Conservation  Commission,  by  their  request  that  this  Department  withhold  building 
permits  for  any  project  to  be  constructed  in  an  area  which  is  designated  a  wetland, 
according  to  a  Map  entitled  "Wetland  Areas  January  1973".  This  Map  was  prepared 
through  the  efforts  of  the  Conservation  Commission.  This  Map  was  included  as  part 
of  a  zoning  article,  submitted  and  rejected  at  several  prior  Town  Meetings,  as  well  as 
a  referendum  vote;  and  since  a  zoning  article  can  only  be  approved  by  the  Town 
Meeting,  the  Wetland  Map  cannot  be  considered  as  a  zoning  provision  nor,  as  I  ex- 
pressed my  opinion,  could  a  building  permit  be  denied  an  applicant  because  the 
property  on  which  the  construction  was  to  take  place,  was  designated  as  a  wetland 
by  the  referenced  Map.  My  refusal  to  comply  with  the  request  of  the  Conservation 
Commission  was  referred  to  the  Local  Building  Code  Board  of  Appeals  and  the  juris- 
diction of  that  Board  to  address  itself  to  such  a  question  was  raised  by  this  Depart- 
ment; and  advice  of  Town  Counsel  was  sought. 

Over  the  past  several  years  it  has  become  obvious  that  large  areas  of  land  have 
either  been  designated  as  Flood  Plain  A/Vet  land  Protection  Areas  or  other  tracts  of 
land  have  been  purchased  by  the  Town,  either  for  parks  or  public  usage.  Since  the 
zoning  bylaws  recognize  that  commercial  development  does  have  an  environmental 
impact  on  the  community,  it  requires  that  an  Environmental  Impact  Statement  be 
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prepared  by  the  developer.  It  would  seem  advisable  to  this  Department  that  any  Town 
Board,  Commission  or  others,  which  either  limits  or  restricts  the  use  of  land  which  it 
acquires  for  public  usage,  should  also  be  required  to  submit  an  Environmental  and 
Economic  Impact  Statement. 

Throughout  the  year  Appeal  Board  Hearings  were  attended  and  inquires,  regard- 
ing zoning  and  building  questions,  were  appropriately  answered  and/or  acted  upon. 
All  business,  relating  to  the  duties  of  the  Smoke  Inspector  and  Fence  Viewer  were 
also  carried  out. 

All  required  local,  state  and  national  reports  were  filed  and  the  finances  of  this 
Department  were  accounted  for  and  audited. 

In  closing,  I  would  comment  that  during  the  14  years  that  I  have  been  the  Build- 
ing Inspector,  I  have  noted  that  the  time  required  to  accomplish  the  work  as  the 
Building  Inspector  has  shifted  from  the  early  years  when  approximately  60%  of  my 
time  was  allocated  to  construction  projects  and  40%  of  my  time  was  allocated  to 
dealing  with  zoning  questions  to  the  current  situation  where  approximately  Vz  of  my 
time  deals  with  construction  problems  and  inspections  and  the  remaining  2h  of  my 
time,  as  well  as  that  of  my  Administrative  Assistant,  deals  with  keeping  up  with  regu- 
lations, zoning  problems  and  resolving  neighborhood-group  problems.  The  ever  in- 
creasing proportion  of  time  dealing  with  regulations  and  other  administrative  pro- 
cedures demonstrates  the  bureaucratic  trend  over  the  years  with  the  regulations 
enforced  by  this  Department.  I  am  sure  that  the  same  trend  has  occurred  throughout 
other  Town  agencies  and  it  might  well  be  the  time  to  reverse  this  trend  by  reassessing 
all  rules,  regulations  and  procedures  with  the  possibility  of  simplifying  and  hope- 
fully making  Town  government  more  economical.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

WILLIAM  R.  HYDE,  Chief 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Fire  Chief  for  the  year  1977: 

During  the  year  1977,  this  department  answered  a  total  of  1,089  calls.  Of  these 
calls  42  were  building  fires,  27  were  traffic  accidents,  59  were  medical  aids.  The 
remainder  of  these  calls  included  lockouts,  false  alarms,  mutual  aid  runs  to  other 
cities  and  towns,  details,  etc.  We  inspected  and  issued  40  permits  for  oil  burners. 

APPARATUS 

The  apparatus  of  this  department  is  in  excellent  condition  due  to  the  constant 
maintenance  program  performed  by  our  department  mechanic  Private  Robert  Pierro. 
The  two  Maxim  engines  purchased  in  1974  continue  to  give  excellent  performance  as 
was  expected.  Our  ladder  truck  is  getting  close  to  the  replacement  stage,  and  we  are 
anticipating  replacement  in  1980. 

FIRE  DRILLS  AND  INSPECTIONS 

Fire  drills  were  conducted  at  all  schools  during  the  year  1977.  These  drills  were 
conducted  in  an  orderly  and  efficient  manner  and  credit  is  deserved  by  the  principals 
and  faculty  who  supervise  these  students  during  the  drills.  Now  that  the  new  high 
school  is  completed  and  in  session  we  will  be  holding  fire  drills  more  frequently  so 
that  the  students  will  be  able  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  exact  locations  of  all 
the  exits.  The  fire  alarm  systems  were  checked  in  all  the  schools  prior  to  opening, 
and  all  systems  were  found  to  be  in  proper  working  condition.  All  mercantile,  public, 
an  other  buildings  have  been  inspected  according  to  the  law.  Inspection  of  property 
is  a  valuable  branch  of  the  fire  service  and  we  of  the  fire  service  are  more  than  happy 
to  do  our  part  in  this  most  important  work.  Citizens  of  Swampscott  are  urged  to  con- 
tact their  fire  department  for  suggestions  on  fire  prevention  and  fire  safety.  The  num- 
ber to  call  is  595-4050. 
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FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

The  fire  alarm  system  is  in  very  good  condition  with  the  exception  of  some  over- 
head wiring  that  will  be  replaced  as  needed  by  the  electrical  inspector.  There  are 
some  areas  of  town  that  are  going  to  need  fire  alarm  boxes,  and  this  too  will  be  done 
a  little  at  a  time  as  finances  are  available.  The  underground  fire  alarm  cable  on 
Humphrey  Street  is  in  the  process  of  being  replaced.  This  work  is  being  done  with 
the  assistance  of  the  telephone  company.  All  fire  alarm  boxes  are  tested  on  a  regular 
basis  by  the  Deputy  Chief  and  the  Electrical  Inspector. 

I  would  like  to  ask  the  residents  to  notify  the  fire  department  whenever  the  red 
light  over  the  fire  alarm  box  in  their  location  is  out.  This  light  serves  as  a  visual  means 
to  anyone  not  familiar  with  the  area.  Anyone  not  familiar  with  the  operation  of  a  fire 
alarm  box  in  the  case  of  emergency  should  call  the  fire  department  for  instruction  on 
its  use.  Do  not  hesitate  to  use  the  fire  alarm  box  for  any  type  of  emergency.  It  is  a 
means  of  getting  help  immediately.

ATLANTIC  #1  HANDTUB 

The  Atlantic  #1  Handtub  attended  musters  in  Swampscott,  Southboro,  Gardner, 
and  Pepperell,  Massachusetts,  Newmarket  and  Derry,  New  Hampshire,  East  Green- 
wich, Rhode  Island,  Bath,  Maine  and  Rhinebeck,  New  York.  They  were  first  place 
winners  three  times.  They  were  also  the  New  England  League  Champions  again  this 
year.  This  was  the  seventh  time  as  league  champions  in  ten  years.  The  Crew  and 
Officers  of  the  Atlantic  wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  support  throughout 
the  year  1977.

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FOREST  WARDEN 


WILLIAM  R.HYDE 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Forest  Warden  for  the  year  1977: 

During  the  year  1977,  this  department  issued  110  burning  permits  to  the  residents 
of  Swampscott.  This  was  done  in  accordance  with  the  law  which  allows  burning  during 
the  period  March  15  through  April  15, 1977.  This  burning  to  consist  of  the  open  burning 
of  products  of  open  space  land  husbandry  and  management,  including  materials 
commonly  referred  to  as  brush  including  vegetation  such  as  tree  branches,  brush, 
cane,  driftwood  and  other  forestry  debris,  but  excluding  grass,  hay  or  leaves.  The 
permit  for  such  burning  is  to  be  obtained  from  the  fire  department. 

Such  open  burning  shall  be  performed  in  accordance  with  the  following  require- 
ments: a)  without  causing  a  nuisance,  b)  with  smoke  minimizing  starters  if  fire  starters 
are  necessary,  c)  between  ten  o'clock  ante  meridian,  and  four  o'clock  post  meridian, 
d)  on  land  proximate  to  the  place  of  generation  of  such  products,  or  at  such  other 
place  as  may  be  designated  in  the  permit. 

Violations  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  per  day, 
and  each  day's  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

This  statute  will  be  enforced  by  this  department  anytime  it  is  encountered. 

This  law  was  extended  through  the  year  1977  and  there  is  now  legislation  trying 
to  extend  the  law  into  1978  and  allow  two  months  of  burning  instead  of  just  one.  Noti- 
fication of  open  burning  procedures  will  be  found  in  the  local  papers  just  as  soon  as 
we  are  notified  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Swampscott  for  their  past  cooperation  in  this 
matter. 


HARBORMASTER

Included  in  the  Permits  issued  were:  the  Home  Owners  Federal  Savings  and  Loan 
Association;  Building  #3  at  Crown  Pointe;  the  second-floor  addition  to  the  Jewish 
Rehabilitation  Center  for  Aged  of  the  North  Shore,  Inc.;  stores  at  the  Mall;  new  houses 
and  repairs  and  upgrading  of  present  wiring. 

The  Office  hours  of  this  Department  are  8:00  - 11:00  a.m.  and  again  at  5:00  -  6:00 
p.m.  daily,  Monday  thru  Friday.  During  these  hours,  permits  are  issued,  many  ques- 
tions answered  and  appointments  for  inspections  made. 

Investigations  of  damaged  wiring  were  made  after  several  house  fires.  Inspections 
were  made  after  the  electricians  had  replaced  damaged  wiring  and  before  it  was  put 
into  service. 

Several  re-inspections  were  made  when  work  or  materials  did  not  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Code  or  the  Bylaws  of  the  Town  of  Swamp- 
scott. 


WORKMEN'S  COMPENSATION

During  this  current  year,  forty-six  (46)  claims  were  reported  for  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation benefits.  Seven  (7)  of  those  injured  received  weekly  salary  benefits.  Thirty- 
three  (33)  injuries  were  reported  for  medical  payments  from  the  fire  and  police  depart- 
ments. 

At  this  writing,  our  expenditures  for  Workmen's  Compensation  benefits  (Chapter 
152)  remain  within  budget  limits.  However,  medical  payments  for  work  related  injuries 
and/or  illnesses  in  the  fire  and  police  departments  have  increased  necessitating 
transfer  of  funds  from  the  reserve  fund. 

The  town  is  required  by  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth  to  provide  Workmen's 
Compensation  benefits  for  all  employees  except  fire  and  police.  The  two  latter  de- 
partments receive  only  medical  payments  for  work  related  injuries  and/or  illnesses 
from  this  unit.

The  Swampscott  Ambulance  Needs  Study  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  was  formed  to  investigate  the  needs  of  the  town  in  relation  to  pro- 
viding ambulance  service  for  its  residents. 

In  an  effort  to  offset  the  costs  of  maintaining  the  town's  ambulance  service, 
committee  members  drafted  a  question  for  the  1977  Annual  Town  Election  which 
read  as  follows:  "Question  Two:  Shall  the  town  charge  a  fee  for  ambulance  service 
and  institute  a  system  of  billing  for  each  ambulance  run  to  be  sent  by  the  Police 
Department  and  collected  by  the  Town  Clerk?  The  fee  for  such  service  shall  be  set  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen?" 

Since  most  residents  are  protected  by  some  form  of  health  care  insurance  the 
committee  thought  this  would  be  a  painless  source  of  revenue  to  help  pay  for  upkeep 
of  the  town's  new  ambulance  and  for  the  training  and  re-training  of  the  police  and 
fire  personnel  in  the  state  mandated  emergency  medical  care  training  programs. 

The  plan  had  the  backing  of  the  Finance  Committee  but  was  defeated  at  the  polls 
on  April  25, 1977,  Election  Day,  with  509  votes  for  the  proposal  and  806  votes  against 
the  fee  plan. 

Due  to  the  negative  tally  the  entire  cost  of  ambulance  service  in  Swampscott 
will  be  borne  through  the  general  property  tax  system. 

Since  there  was  no  further  action  for  the  committee  to  take,  they  were  thanked 
for  their  service  to  the  town  and  disbanded  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

The  Annual  Town  Census  was  conducted  during  the  months  of  January  and 
February,  as  per  a  ruling  by  the  State  General  Laws,  Chapter  51,  Section  4,  requiring 
that  persons  seventeen  years  of  age  or  older  be  counted  in  the  census.  The  total 
census  count  was  10,945,  and  a  breakdown  by  precincts  of  this  total  is  as  follows:

and  nationality  if  not  a  citizen  of  the  U.  S.  of  every  person  who  is  listed  under  Section 
4.  Every  person  so  listed  shall,  if  he  is  a  registered  voter,  be  so  designated  by  an 
asterisk.

"Shall  the  Town  Charter  be  amended  as  unanimously  voted  for  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  held  May  17, 1976,  by  adding  a  new  section  thereto  as  follows: 

Vacancies— An  elective  or  appointive  office  shall  become  vacant  upon  the  death, 
resignation  or  removal  from  office  of  said  officeholder  in  a  manner  authorized  by  laws.

Communicable  disease  statistics  indicate  a  .normal  year  as  far  as  Chicken  Pox, 
German  Measles  and  Tuberculosis.  However,  it  is  believed  more  cases  of  Hepatitis 
and  Strep  Throat  existed  than  were  reported.  The  three  cases  of  Measles  were  high 
and  all  three  cases  were  individually  investigated.  One  was  an  adult  teaching  in  Dan- 
vers.  The  two  others  were  a  four  old  who  had  received  Measles  Vaccine  at  age  two, 
and  a  nine  year  old  who  had  received  the  vaccine  and  had  been  in  contact  with  a  per- 
son who  had  acquired  Measles  while  on  a  visit  to  the  western  part  of  the  state. 

Massachusetts  had  approximately  100  cases  of  Measles  last  year.  Danvers  had 
the  most  number  of  cases,  approximately  50;  and  many  cases  were  scattered  through- 
out the  North  Shore.  The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  requested: 

1.  All  children  who  had  received  Measles  Vaccine  prior  to  age  one  be  revac- 
cinated. 

2.  All  children  who  had  received  Measles  Vaccine  prior  to  1965  be  revaccinated, 
and  all  persons  who  had  reported  Measles,  but  not  diagnosed  by  a  physician, 
be  revaccinated.  As  a  result  of  an  examination  of  all  health  records  by  the 
Public  Health  Nurse  and  the  two  school  nurses,  a  total  of  566  Swampscott 
students  were  revaccinated.  We  wish  to  thank  Doctors  Theodore  A.  Dushan, 
Albert  A.  Brown,  Robert  H.  Bessom,  Edward  L  Cashman,  Howard  E.  Rotner 
and  Frederick  B.  Mayo  for  donating  their  time  to  these  Measles  Clinics. 
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The  Diphtheria-Tetanus  Program  was  conducted  for  247  students  of  Grade  V  and 
IX.  Dr.  Howard  E.  Rotner  conducted  these  clinics. 

The  Tuberculosis  skin  test  (Tine  Test)  was  conducted  for  Grades  V,  IX  and  school 
enterers;  and  a  total  of  115  teacher  and  school  personnel  were  certified  as  well  as 
five  others  being  x-rayed  at  the  regional  Pulmonary  Clinic,  Lynn  Board  of  Health. 

The  school  health  program  was  conducted  at  H  i  I  lei  Academy.  A  total  of  105 
students  received  the  services  of  our  Public  Health  Nurse,  Mrs.  Ann  L.  Greenbaum, 
R.N.  Vision  testing,  hearing  testing,  immunizations  and  dental  inspections  were  con- 
ducted and  health  counseling  was  given  when  requested. 

The  Dental  Screening  Program  was  conducted  again  this  year  in  all  schools 
kindergarten  through  Grade  VI  inclusive,  twice  in  a  school  year.  These  dental  inspec- 
tions were  conducted  by  Paul  J.  McNeil,  D.D.S.,  Clement  Schoenbeck,  D.M.D.  and 
Charles  N.  Lynch,  D.M.D. 

The  program  was  reviewed  by  the  Health  Officer  and  the  dentists  individually 
and  the  findings  were;  dental  health  is  monitored  to  a  point  that  stimulates  visits  to 
their  family  dentists  and  dental  defects  are  noted  that  may  be  known  by  the  family  or 
family  dentist.  However,  the  program  is  producing  better  dental  health  as  noted  by 
the  participating  dentists. 

The  Board  of  Health  sponsored  a  First  Aid  and  C.P.R.  program  which  was  pre- 
sented by  the  American  Red  Cross.  It  was  well  attended  and  very  overly  subscribed. 

A  two  day  Venereal  Disease  Program  was  conducted  in  cooperation  with  Mr. 
Peter  Sack,  Special  Programs  Director,  Swampscott  High  School.  This  program  was 
direct,  factual  and  well  received  by  the  students. 

The  Board  of  Health  sponsored  Hypertension  Clinic  was  held  monthly,  the  first 
Tuesday  of  each  month,  at  the  Senior  Citizen  Drop-In  Center,  St.  John's  Church, 
Humphrey  Street,  Swampscott. 

The  Well  Child  Clinic  was  held  monthly,  the  last  Tuesday  of  each  month,  using 
quarters  at  the  First  Church  in  Swampscott  Congregational.  Dr.  Albert  Brown,  pedia- 
trician, was  in  attendance  with  volunteers,  Mrs.  Nelson  Darling  and  Mrs.  Robert 
Mclnerney,  and  Public  Health  Nurse,  Mrs.  Ann  L.  Greenbaum,  R.N. 

This  year  we  sponsored,  in  cooperation  with  the  Physical  Education  Department 
of  the  Swampscott  Schools,  a  Physical  Fitness  Program,  with  guest  lectures  on 
exercise,  nutrition,  alcohol  awareness  and  stress.  The  program  was  not  overly  at- 
tended. However,  three  physical  fitness  programs  by  other  departments  satisfied  the 
town  need. 

A  six  week  Prenatal  Education  Program  for  expecting  couples  was  presented 
twice  by  the  Public  Health  Nurse,  Mrs.  Ann  L.  Greenbaum,  R.N. 

The  Board  of  Health  Held  a  Flu  Clinic  for  115  senior  citizens  and  medical  high 
risk  of  the  community. 

A  total  of  43  student  nurses  from  the  Lynn  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  received 
a  one  day  observational  community  health  nursing  experience. 

Licensure  and  inspection  of  Day  Care  Centers  became  the  responsibility  of  the 
Board  of  Health. 

Sewage  continues  to  be  a  problem.  Sewage  is  still  evident  from  an  overflowing 
of  cesspools  in  one  area  of  town.  This  project  was  attempted  to  be  corrected  this  and 
last  year.  However,  two  easements  by  uneffected  persons  were  withheld.  This  pre- 
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vented  the  town  from  installing  sewers  in  this  area.  The  health  nuisance  is  still  with 
us.  The  funds  have  been  reappropriated  and  another  attempt  using  another  route  is 
presently  being  designed  because  of  the  health  nuisance. 

The  Foster  Dam  area  which  received  all  the  sewerage  funds  this  year  is  now 
under  construction  and  hopefully  will  be  completed  within  the  next  ten  years  providing 
very  needed  sewerage  in  this  area. 

There  were  301  plumbing  permits  and  192  gas  permits  made  by  our  Plumbing 
Inspector,  Mr.  Peter  McCarriston,  and  our  Gas  Inspector,  Mr.  James  J.  McCarriston, 
for  a  total  of  $2,737.50. 

The  total  fees  collected  by  the  Board  of  Health  were  $2,972.50. 

Solid  Waste  is  still  a  pressing  problem.  We  are  currently  engaged  in  three  regional 
solid  waste  programs,  ie,  S.E.S.W.C.,  N.E.S.W.C.  and  Tri  Cities.  Each  has  its  advan- 
tages and  disadvantages.  Yet,  none  is  ready  to  sign  contracts  as  yet,  nor  are  we 
ready  to  recommend  any  at  this  particular  time.  An  article  will  be  submitted  to  allow 
for  any  change. 

The  Rabies  Clinic  was  held  in  September  as  always  and  of  the  1,113  licensed 
dogs,  a  total  of  548  dogs  were  vaccinated  against  rabies.  A  total  of  65  dog  bites  were 
reported  to  the  Board  of  Health.  Arthur  A.  Barry,  D.V.M.  quarantined  50  dogs  for  the 
required  10  day  observation  period. 

May  we  extend  our  sincere  appreciation  to  the  many  volunteers,  citizens,  town 
boards,  department  heads  and  employees  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation 
throughout  the  year.

The  Board  has  met  on  two  occasions  to  deal  with  a  request  from  the  Swampscott 
Conservation  Commission  relative  to  the  issuance  of  a  building  permit  in  an  area 
determined  to  be  a  wetland  or  the  banks  thereof  —  specific  recommendations,  based 
on  these  informal  hearings,  were  sent  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

No  formal  applications  have  been  filed  with  this  Board  for  variance  of  the  State 
Building  Code.

As  builders  and  contractors  have  become  familiar  with  the  Wetlands  Protection 
Act,  letters  of  intent  have  been  prepared  in  a  way  that  has  alleviated  much  of  the 
excess  time  and  effort  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  which  is  required  by  law  to 
develop  the  Orders  of  Conditions  for  construction  in  wetlands.  An  effort  is  now  being 
made  to  coordinate  the  issuance  of  building  permits  and  Wetlands  Protection  Act 
permits  in  order  to  simplify  procedures  and  avoid  unnecessary  work  stoppages. 

During  the  year,  the  Commission  has  met  several  times  with  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  relative  to  completing  the  surveying  of  wetlands  for  inclusion  in  the  Town's 
Flood  Plain/Wetland  Protection  District.  It  is  hoped  that  this  can  be  accomplished  in 
time  for  Town  Meeting. 

Linscott  Park  was  dedicated  in  June.  Th  final  payment  from  the  state  to  the  town 
was  received  for  the  development  of  the  memorial  park,  and  work  is  under  way  by  the 
D.P.W.  to  re-erect  the  sign  in  the  spring. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  D.P.W. ,  modifications  of  Little  Muskrat  Pond  were 
made  to  alleviate  problems  associated  with  the  completion  of  the  high  school. 
Snags,  dead  trees  and  debris  were  removed  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  area. 
Funding  is  needed  to  remove  the  muck  form  Muskrat  Pond,  Little  Muskrat  and  Palmer 
Pond,  to  prevent  them  from  developing  into  swamps. 

Funding  (75%)  from  the  state  for  development  of  bike  paths  is  being  actively 
pursued.  An  easement  from  the  Power  Company  must  be  obtained  before  a  final 
proposal  is  submitted,  and  public  support  for  the  development  of  the  plan  is  urged. 

The  original  concept  of  Conservation  Commissions  as  local  groups  working 
toward  maintaining  the  livability  of  the  community  has  been  modified  over  the  years. 
Federal,  state,  and  local  legislation  has  made  Conservation  Commissions  into  law 
enforcement  units.  The  problem  of  Coastal  Zone  Management  is  a  major  additional 
burden,  and  requires  more  input  from  the  community.  The  Commission  is  reluctant 
to  be  the  sole  spokesman  for  the  community  and  needs  suggestions,  advice  and 
time  committments  from  concerned  citizens.  It  has  become  more  evident  as  legisla- 
tive activities  have  proliferated  that  the  role  of  the  Conservation  Commission  needs 
better  co-ordination  with  other  town  bodies  and  officials  to  work  more  efficiently 
toward  the  goals  of  the  citizenry. 

Mrs.  Carlyle  Holt,  a  devoted  and  conscientious  member  of  the  Commission, 
passed  away  during  the  year.  Her  candid,  critical  and  outspoken  participation  is 
greatly  missed  by  the  Commission  members.

During  1977,  the  Swampscott  Growth  Policy  Committee  reviewed  documents 
and  supplied  comments  as  appropriate  to  the  Office  of  State  Planning  and  the  Metro- 
politan Area  Planning  Council,  eg:  the  EPA  208  North  Coastal  and  Ipswich  Basin 
Reports. 

The  Committee  continued  its  efforts  to  implement  its  1976  Growth  Policy  State- 
ment recommendations  by  drafting  articles  for  1978  Town  Meeting  action  as  follows: 

1.  To  prevent  costly  growth-inducing  public  investments  in  infrastructure  (roads, 
sewers,  waterlines)  in  scarce  open  space  areas  on  behalf  of  future  developers. 

2.  To  remove  from  official  Town  maps  19th  and  early  20th  century  "paper"  streets 
and  lots  in  open  space  areas  inconsistent  with  the  spirit  and  letter  of  G.L.  Ch. 
40A  and  Ch.  808  of  1975  and  with  modern  zoning  practices. 

3.  To  modernize  zoning  in  A-1  and  A-2  residential  districts  by  providing  for 
30,000  and  20,000  square  foot  lots  respectively. 

4.  To  add  certain  large  open  tracts  to  the  A-1  residential  district. 

The  staggering  recent  increases  in  the  Swampscott  tax  rate  underscore  the 
critical  importance  of  a  comprehensive  all-out  effort  by  citizens  and  officials  to  reduce 
the  costs  of  Town  government.  The  Committee's  1976  statement  and  report  called 
attention  to  the  past  Swampscott  land  use  policy  inadequacies  and  failures  still 
contributing  substantially  to  high  costs  and  taxes  despite  constructive  and  positive 
proposals  made  from  the  late  '50's  to  the  present.  High  density,  urban  politics  and 
high  property  taxes  are  closely  correlated  statewide  and  nationwide.  Swampscott's 
city-style  density  (almost  5,000  per  square  mile)  has  given  the  Town  the  4th  worst  tax 
disaster  among  Massachusetts  towns!!  —  worse  than  18  cities!  Failure  to  control 
growth  and  public  "service"  costs  has  driven  out  many  fine  citizens  with  limited  fixed 
incomes  and  has  depreciated  property  values  which,  in  turn,  reduced  the  tax  base 
and  raised  the  rate.  Intensive  external  and  internal  development  also  has  resulted  in 
the  physical  deterioration  of  the  Town  —  a  significant  loss  of  its  amenities,  quality 
and  character  as  an  attractive  residential  community. 

In  its  report  to  the  state,  the  Growth  Policy  Committee  thoroughly  documented 
the  sorry  history  of  undesirable  land  use  change,  the  current  problems,  the  desired 
future,  and  recommended  specific  measures  for  achieving  that  future.  Preservation 
of  the  scarce  open  space  resources  which  remain  by  permanent  measures  including 
strict  limitations  on  growth  on  larger,  fewer  (and  more  desirable  and  valuable)  lots 
has  been  recommended. 
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Obviously  sound  land  use  growth  and  development  policies  alone  will  not  re- 
solve the  town's  fiscal  problems.  There  also  must  be  personnel  cost  stability  and 
town  meeting  restraint.  However,  the  town's  physical  change  will  continue  to  deter- 
mine future  public  service  costs  and  taxes. 

As  the  1976  SGPC  report  noted: 

"The  town  is  now  all  too  familiar  with  the  consequences  to  date  of  a  failure 
to  design  and  achieve  a  desirable  future:  dense  urbanization,  high  costs 
and  taxes  and  loss  of  irreplaceable  natural  open  space." 

"The  issues  have  become  clearer  as  physical  and  fiscal  deterioration  are 
recognized  as  the  price  paid  for  allowing  and  encouraging  growth  beyond 
reasonable  densities." 

"What  one  pays  for  intensive  growth  in  uncontrollable  property  taxes  has 
become  as  conspicuous  and  painful  as  what  one  sees  in  crowding,  conges- 
tion and  environmental  degradation." 

"Recent  accomplishments  indicate  growing  awareness  that  the  town  can- 
not afford  the  luxury  of  relying  on  zoning  which  may  have  been  suitable  for 
a  1930's  growth  situation,  to  deal  with  congested  1970's  conditions."

During  the  first  few  months  of  1977,  the  Jaws  of  Life  Committee,  primarily  as 
the  result  of  a  direct  mail  appeal  to  the  residents  of  Swampscott.  raised  $7,427,  ex- 
ceeding the  $7,000  goal.

The  Commission  and  newly  appointed  Coordinator,  William  Bush  would  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  extend  their  gratitude  and  thanks  to  Donald  Hallett,  who 
resigned  as  Coordinator  this  past  Spring.  Donald's  many  years  of  service  to  the 
Recreation  Department  and  townspeople  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Commission. 
Through  his  dedication  and  the  cooperation  of  the  many  departments  of  the  Town, 
the  Recreation  Department  has  grown  over  the  past  six  years,  providing  programs 
and  activities  to  meet  the  needs  and  wishes  of  the  community. 

During  the  past  year,  programs,  activities  and  organizations  that  were  directly  or 
indirectly  sponsored  by  the  Recreation  Commission  were:  Sailing  Program,  Babe 
Ruth  Baseball,  Pop  Warner  Football,  Arts  and  Crafts  Programs,  Beach  and  Park 
Programs  (Summer),  Saturday  Recreation  Basketball  (Winter),  Summer  Basketball  for 
boys  and  girls,  Girl's  Softball,  Elementary  Gymnastics,  Tennis  Instruction  and  Ten- 
nis Permit  System,  Summer  Field  Trips  for  Playgrounds,  and  Youth  Hockey. 

The  Commission's  main  goal  this  year  was  working  toward  an  upgrading  of  all 
the  above  programs  directly  sponsored  by  the  Recreation  Commission.  Particular 
emphasis  was  placed  on  the  parks  and  the  six  playground  areas  of  the  Town.  With 
the  addition  of  equipment,  supplies  and  a  dedicated  staff,  the  playgrounds  were 
able  to  attract  an  increased  number  of  participants.  Activities  at  each  park  included: 
Street  Hockey,  Horseshoes,  Croquet,  Interplayground  Baseball,  Arts  and  Crafts, 
Shuffleboard,  and  a  variety  of  Field  Trips.  Group  activities  were  also  offered  and  in- 
cluded: Sports  Clinics,  Penny  Carnival,  Bicycle  Rodeo,  Track  and  Field  Meet,  and  an 
Arts  and  Crafts  Exhibit. 

The  Commission  has  also  strived  to  improve  the  Town's  recreation  facilities 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  whose  work  included:  new 
Softball  diamonds  at  Stanley  School  and  Phillips  Park,  installation  of  new  basketball 
standards  at  Phillips  Park,  and  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  all  recreation  areas 
within  the  Town.  In  addition,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  has  agreed  to  convert  a  sec- 
tion of  the  Town-Hall  garage  into  a  permanent  storage  area  for  all  recreation  equip- 
ment and  supplies.  This  will  produce  an  opportunity  to  better  cortrol  and  build  an 
inventory,  which  will  cut  cost  in  ordering  equipment  and  supplies  in  years  to  come. 

In  concluding,  the  Commission  and  Recreation  Coordinator  William  Bush,  would 
like  to  thank  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  their  assistance  in  improving  recre- 
ation facilities,  the  School  Administration  for  the  use  of  their  facilities,  and  all  staff 
members  needed  to  carry  out  our  programs.  With  their  continued  assistance  and 
leadership,  and  the  support  of  the  community,  the  Commission  will  be  able  to  improve 
and  expand  existing  programs  in  the  upcoming  year.

The  committee  was  authorized  by  Chapter  40,  Section  44A  and  was  created  by 
the  1971  Town  Meeting  to  study  regional  refuse  disposal. 

The  committee  has  been  attending  meetings  of  the  South  Essex  Solid  Waste 
Council,  the  North  East  Solid  Waste  Council  and  the  Tri-City  or  Titan  Group.  As 
negotiations  shape  up,  we  will  have  a  choice  of  one  of  three  possible  proposals. 
Each  has  its  advantages  and  disadvantages,  and  although  articles  are  being  entered 
at  the  regular  meeting  out  of  courtesy  for  the  three  proposals,  your  committee  feels 
that  no  action  should  be  taken  on  any  of  these  articles.  It  is  the  considered  opinion 
of  the  committee,  the  Board  of  Health,  and  others  that  a  special  Town  Meeting  will  be 
called  to  decide  this  enormous  issue.  The  town  will  be  asked  to  accept  legislation 
and/or  a  20-year  contract,  therefore,  no  recommendations  will  be  made  at  this  time 
as  there  is  much  to  be  considered  before  any  recommendation  will  be  made.

The  Swampscott  Sailing  Program  for  1977  had  approximately  150  children  ages

held  during  the  year.  Pleon  Yacht  Club  came  to  Swampscott  for  one  and  the  Swamp- 
scott Sailors  went  to  the  Pleon  Yacht  Club  in  Marblehead  for  the  other  one. 

The  Swampscott  Sailors  took  part  in  the  annual  Race  Week  held  in  Marblehead 
in  the  Widgeon  class.  The  program  ended  with  a  cookout  at  which  time  awards  were 
given  out  to  various  sailors.

The  Building  Committee  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  Town  Meeting: 

A.  Greenwood  Avenue  Project 

In  accordance  with  voted  instructions,  the  Building  Committee  initiated  renova- 
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tion  and  other  work  at  the  Greenwood  Avenue  Junior  High  School  last  summer  with 
the  School  Department  providing  services  as  its  agent  for  the  various  tasks  identified 
last  spring.  Original  work  is  complete  in  the  reading/speech,  learning  disabilities, 
technical  drawing  and  lavatory  areas  with  the  home  economics  facility  partially  com- 
pleted and  the  art  space  yet  to  be  done  for  a  total  projected  cost  of  $22,497.  To  com- 
plete the  renovation,  the  Building  Committee  recommends  the  following  work  items 
identified  previously  and  since  school  began:  Room  211  electrical  outlets,  guidance 
area  partition,  Room  108  acoustical  work,  cafeteria  storage,  bicycle  racks,  industrial 
arts  insulation,  lighting  and  ventilation,  office  partition,  lockers  and  lighting  fixtures, 
sink  relocation,  carpeting  and  finally,  auditorium  stage  lighting  at  an  estimated  addi- 
tional cost  of  $8,500  for  a  total  project  cost  of  $30,997.  While  it  is  anticipated  that 
much  of  it  will  not  be  needed,  the  Building  Committee  recommends  that  $8,300  be 
set  aside  for  fees,  contingencies,  etc.,  until  the  renovation  project  is  complete  and 
that  $1 1 ,776  of  the  original  $51 ,073  appropriation  be  returned  to  the  Town  treasury  at 
this  time.  If  the  Town  Meeting  adopts  this  portion  of  the  report  as  recommended  by 
the  Committee,  the  pupils  and  faculty  will  have  a  renovated  Junior  High  School  facil- 
ity at  a  cost  between  $12,000  and  $20,000  less  than  originally  budgeted.  This  substantial 
cost  reduction  is  largely  due  to  the  productive  working  relationship  established  with 
the  School  Department  by  the  Building  Committee  and  the  efficient  manner  in  which 
Department  personnel  are  managing  and  performing  the  work. 

The  Building  Committee  recommends  a  motion  for  approval  and  adoption  of  the 
foregoing  report  and  recommendations  relating  to  the  Greenwood  Avenue  Project. 

B.  The  New  High  School 

At  this  time,  the  Shaw  School  conversion  project  is  substantially  complete  and 
students  and  faculty  are  now  occupying  Swampscott's  new  High  School  facility 
which  will  meet  all  educational  space  needs  for  the  foreseeable  future. 

The  Building  Committee  respectfully  reports  that,  although  there  are  small  por- 
tions of  work  to  be  done  and  potential  minor  unforeseen  expenses,  it  now  appears  that 
the  project  will  be  completed  safely  within  present  appropriations.  It  is  possible  that 
funds  can  be  returned  to  the  Town  treasury.  Except  for  extra  funds  for  equipment  due 
to  significant  differences  between  original  allowances  and  departmental  requests, 
the  project  will  be  completed  substantially  in  accordance  with  the  original  proposal 
presented  almost  three  years  ago. 

As  forecast  by  the  Needs  Committee,  the  Town  finally  can  anticipate  a  reduction 
in  present  taxes  for  capital  expenditures  for  school  buildings  as  final  payments  will 
be  made  for  the  original  Shaw  School  in  the  late  70's  and  for  the  old  High  School  and 
Machon  School  additions  in  the  early  '80's. 

On  a  related  matter  which  will  be  considered  under  another  article,  the  Building 
Committee  recommends  favorable  action  on  the  private  gift  which,  with  State  aid, 
will  provide  the  6  tennis  courts  originally  designed  as  an  alternate.  In  effect,  the  Town 
has  an  opportunity  to  acquire  an  excellent  multi-use  recreational  facility  and  the 
needed  4th  outdoor  physical  education  teaching  station  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayers. 

The  Building  Committee  recommends  a  motion  for  acceptance  of  the  foregoing 
report  relating  to  the  new  Swampscott  High  School. 

It  obviously  is  a  rare  pleasure  for  the  Committee  to  be  able  to  recommend  the 
return  of  a  specific  amount  to  the  Town,  to  forecast  the  return  of  additional  funds  in 
the  future  and  to  endorse  the  arrangement  for  a  substantial  and  necessary  physical 
education  facility  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayers.

Although  the  Committee  was  inactive  except  for  those  members  serving  on  the 
School  Building  Committee,  events  continued  to  support  its  recommendations  to 
the  Town  in  1973  and  1974. 

The  Committee's  major  contention  was  that  Swampscott  did  not  need  (and 
probably  could  not  afford)  a  new  High  School  at  a  cost  exceeding  $10,000,000.  In- 
stead, it  proposed  open  space  acquisitions  to  preserve  and  improve  existing  facilities 
(Hadley,  Shaw,  Stanley).  It  recommended  conversion  of  the  Shaw  Junior  High  School 
to  High  School  use  to  provide  space  for  all  Town  school  needs  "for  the  foreseeable 
future"  and  to  save  millions  of  dollars.  The  Committee's  position  has  proven  entirely 
correct  as  enrollments  have  fallen  significantly  below  state  and  other  forecasts 
despite  the  continuing  in-migration  of  school-age  children. 

A  related  Committee  position  was  its  firm  stand  in  behalf  of  a  stable,  conservative 
land  use  policy  to  control  growth  and,  thereby,  public  service  needs  including  school 
facilities  and  staff.  Preservation  of  open  space  through  public  acquisition,  larger 
private  parcels  and  other  development  deterrents  were  specifically  recommended  to 
control  public  service  costs  and  spiralling  taxes.  The  Committee  pointed  out  the 
disastrous  property  tax  impact  of  Swampscott's  antiquated  pro-development  zoning 
and  certain  pro-growth  attitudes  —  perhaps  justified  in  the  '20's  and  '30's  but  ex- 
tremely costly  to  hard-pressed  taxpayers  after  city  densities  (4-5,000/sq.  mi.)  resulted 
in  the  '60's.  New  building  units  began  to  cost  far  more  for  services  (school,  public 
works,  protection,  etc.)  than  they  yielded  in  taxes.  The  direct  relationship  between 
high  density  growth  and  high  taxes  was  all  too  clear.  Fortunately,  the  Committee's 
open  space  acquisition  program  (Chick  Estate,  Tedesco,  Hastings  Estate)  was  suc- 
cessful. It  needs  to  be  expanded  and  continued.  Unfortunately,  the  other  elements  of 
the  recommended  stable  land  use  policy  (modern  zoning  and  sub-division  controls, 
infrastructure  limitations,  etc.)  have  not  been  adopted.  Until  they  have  been,  only 
stable  personnel  and  salary  policies  and  Town  Meeting  and  departmental  restraint 
offer  hope  to  harried  taxpayers  for  controlling  almost  confiscatory  rates  in  the  near 
future. 

Future  physical  needs  identification,  analysis  and  recommendations  have  become 
essential  but  should  follow  a  determined  effort  to  control  or  reduce  public  sector 
costs  and  more  carefully  examine  the  tax  base  in  terms  of  equity  and  future  produc- 
tivity. No  physical  improvements  of  any  sort  should  be  considered  until  this  is  done. 
Fortunately,  there  are  no  foreseeable  future  school  building  needs.  The  use  of  avail- 
able facilities  should  be  monitored  by  the  School  Committee  and  concerned  taxpayers 
to  insure  that  "innovative"  program  proliferation  (and  resulting  under-utilization  of 
space  by  inappropriately  small  classes)  does  not  cause  false  claims  of  inadequacy 
and  overcrowding.  Given  present  facilities,  predictable  enrollments  and  a  sound  con- 
structive educational  program,  there  should  be  no  new  costs  or  taxes  for  school 
construction  in  this  century.  In  fact,  when  the  bonds  for  the  Shaw  Junior  High  School 
and  the  old  High  School  renovation  are  finally  retired  in  the  next  few  years,  taxes  for 
school  construction  actually  will  begin  to  decline  as  originally  planned  and  forecast 
by  the  Needs  Committee. 
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It  is  recommended  that  the  Committee  now  be  discharged  and  its  functions 
assigned  to  a  general  capital  facilities  planning  group  established  to  distinguish 
between  demonstrable  needs  and  departmental  desires  and  to  reduce  or  eliminate 
unnecessary,  counter-productive  capital  outlays  in  the  future.

The  Council  is  in  its  second  year  of  operation.  The  Council,  along  with  all  of  its 
many  friends,  mourns  the  passing  of  its  Education  Chairman,  John  Nolan.  John  made 
many  important  contributions  to  the  senior  citizens  program,  and  will  always  be 
fondly  remembered. 

The  Council  now  operates  its  own  nutrition  program,  employing  its  own  cook, 
relying  heavily  on  an  unpaid  coordinator  and  many  volunteer  workers. 

When  the  six-month  transportation  system  to  the  hot  lunch  program  was  inter- 
rupted in  November,  1977,  the  Council  organized  an  interim  corps  of  senior  citizen 
drivers  to  take  the  lunch  participants  to  and  from  the  site. 

The  Meals-on-Wheels  program  is  operated  by  a  coordinator,  many  drivers  and 
delivery  persons— and  all  are  unpaid  volunteers.  The  regular  meals  are  prepared  in 
the  congregate  lunch  kitchen  at  St.  John's  School  on  Blaney  Street.  The  diet  meals 
continue  to  be  supplied  by  a  local  nursing  home. 

Social  service  and  health  contact,  and  follow-up,  are  provided  by  Mr.  Kent 
Murphy,  Chief  Health  Officer,  and  Mrs.  Anne  Greenbaum,  Health  Nurse,  and  also  by 
members  of  the  Council.  Referrals  are  received  from  many  sources,  including  religious 
organizations,  service  clubs,  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  and  health  agencies 
networks. 

Since  July,  1976,  homemaker  services  have  been  provided  through  the  Greater 
Lynn  Senior  Services,  Inc.  Legal  services  were  added  in  May,  1977. 

Council  member,  Loring  Lincoln,  organized  and  directs  the  Golden  Chorus.  This 
group  is  comprised  of  senior  citizens  who  donate  their  talent  and  time  to  entertain 
the  residents  of  the  town. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  departments  for  their  service  to  our 
elderly.  Special  appreciation  should  go  to  the  Fire,  Health,  Police,  and  Public  Works 
Departments. 

The  program  is  growing  and  becoming  more  effective  because  of  the  interest, 
dedication,  and  participation  of  all  of  the  agencies  mentioned  above,  as  well  as  the 
individual  volunteers  and  members  of  the  community.

CURRICULUM  AND  PROGRAMS 

Consistent  with  the  "back  to  basics"  trend  which  began  last  year,  a  good  deal 
of  time  was  spent  reviewing  and  analyzing  our  programs  in  relation  to  the  "3  R's." 
Much  effort  has  been  put  into  the  continued  development  and  refining  of  these 
programs  in  the  way  of  course  content  and  instructional  methods.  Our  main  goal  is 
to  have  the  K-12  curriculum  reflect  a  concern  for  reaching  all  students,  whatever 
their  levels  of  ability,  by  offering  courses  of  relevance  and  diversity  while  still  keep- 
ing our  primary  focus  on  the  development  of  basic  skills. 

Some  of  the  more  significant  changes  and  developments  are  listed  as  follows: 

1.  The  English  department  has  obtained  new  textbooks  and  workbooks  which 
stress  "basic"  English  skills  for  the  elementary  schools. 

A  new  program  at  the  high  school  providing  students  having  problems  in 
reading  and  "basic"  English  skills  with  an  individual  needs  assessment  and 
release  time  from  regular  classes  in  order  that  they  can  attend  special  in- 
structional sessions  designed  to  improve  the  mastery  of  basic  skills. 

2.  The  elementary  school  participated  in  the  following  Science  events: 

Mountain  Climbing  Trip  -  Hadley 
Science  Fairs  -  Clarke  &  Stanley 

Raymond  Fowler       -  Authority  on  UFO's 

The  Science  Department  sponsored  in-service  CPR  courses  for  both  beginners 
and  instructors  as  well  as  various  metric  system  workshops  co-sponsored 
with  the  Metric  System  Committee. 

The  transition  of  the  eighth  grade  science  program  from  physical  science 
to  earth  science  was  completed.  Physical  Science  is  now  being  taught  at 
the  ninth  grade  level. 

3.  The  Music  Program  at  the  elementary  and  junior  high  levels  has  introduced 
exchange  concerts  with  other  local  school  systems  as  well  as  additional 
programs  within  the  individual  schools  that  have  brought  about  a  greater 
awareness  of  music  for  the  young  student. 

The  third  grade  string  program  continues  to  grow  with  great  success  as  well 
as  the  woodwind,  brass,  and  percussion  programs,  which  this  past  fall  en- 
rolled its  largest  number  of  students  in  the  past  seven  years.  This  growth  is 
now  beginning  to  be  reflected  in  the  higher  levels  as  the  junior  high  band  now 
numbers  fifty-five  students  in  two  grades. 
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New  uniforms  for  the  high  school  band  arrived  in  time  for  the  Thanksgiving 
Day  Football  Game.  These  uniforms  are  so  designed  that  they  can  be  worn  for 
both  the  marching  and  the  concert  season. 

4.  The  Physical  Education  Program  has  undergone  a  dramatic  change  at  all 
levels.  The  elementary  grades  saw  swimming  introduced  at  all  schools  at 
grades  K  &  1  for  the  first  time.  Students  in  grades  K-3  now  meet  for  approxi- 
mately 60  minutes  per  week  on  a  co-ed  basis.  This  concept  has  also  been 
initiated  at  the  secondary  level  where  both  junior  and  senior  high  programs 
now  meet  for  a  total  of  120  minutes  per  week.  While  the  elementary  program 
is  based  mainly  on  movement,  the  higher  grades  concentrate  on  offering 
each  student  a  wide  variety  of  sports  and  activities  on  both  a  team  and  in- 
dividual basis. 

The  highlight  of  our  Interscholastic  Athletic  Program  this  year  was  the  success 
of  both  the  boys'  and  girls'  Winter  and  Spring  Track  Teams.  The  girls'  Spring 
Track  Team  won  the  Northeast  Conference  Championship  and  Swampscott's 
Patty  Murnane  became  Division  II,  State  Champion  in  Cross  Country. 

5.  The  Social  Studies  Program  at  the  junior  high  has  returned  the  teaching  of 
U.S.  History  to  a  self-contained  survey  course  with  emphasis  on  the  vital 
thematic  areas.  One  of  the  major  concerns  of  this  change  will  be  the  selection 
of  relative  topics  of  study  rather  than  try  to  cover  the  whole  scope  of  U.S. 
History  in  one  year. 

Among  the  department's  extracurricular  activities  at  the  high  school,  the 
International  Relations  Club  was  honored  by  receiving  a  number  of  delegation 
awards  including  those  received  at  the  prestigious  Model  United  Nations 
Assemblies. 

6.  The  Junior  High  Math  Team  won  the  North  Shore  Division  of  the  Intermediate 
Mathematics  League  for  the  second  consecutive  year.  Meanwhile,  the  High 
School  Math  Team  continues  to  do  extremely  well  in  the  Massachusetts 
Mathematics  League. 

7.  Hebrew  and  Italian  are  no  longer  offered  in  the  junior  high  curriculum  since 
these  are  now  being  offered  in  two-year  sequences  at  the  high  school  level. 

8.  The  Junior  High  Industrial  Arts  Program  was  revised  and  updated.  The 
department  also  completed  a  six-year  coordinated  industrial  arts  course  of 
study.  This  fall,  for  the  first  time,  all  boys  and  girls  in  the  junior  high  are  in- 
volved in  both  industrial  arts  and  home  economics. 

As  a  result  of  new  facilities  at  the  new  high  school,  the  Industrial  Arts 
Department  will  now  be  able  to  offer  individual  courses  in  specialized  shops 
such  as  woodworking  and  power  mechanics. 

9.  Privileges  associated  with  Open  Campus  at  the  high  school  over  the  past 
several  years  are  now  restricted  primarily  to  seniors.  All  other  classes  are 
required  to  remain  in  the  building  during  the  school  day.  All  of  the  activities 
formerly  included  under  Open  Campus  are  now  coordinated  in  our  Special 
Programs  Office. 

PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 

The  implementation  of  Chapter  766  has  had  a  major  impact  on  all  levels  of  our 
school  system.  Special  education,  as  well  as  vocational  education,  guidance  services, 
the  reading  program,  and  health  services,  all  come  under  the  guise  of  Pupil  Personnel 
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Services.  Some  of  the  more  significant  happenings  in  that  area  during  the  past  year 
are  as  follows: 

1.  All  students  in  grades  2  through  7  were  administered  the  Stanford  Diagnostic 
Reading  and  Math  tests  in  September,  1977.  Results  are  being  utilized  to 
identify  children  with  possible  academic  deficits  and  as  the  basis  for  in- 
structional modifications  in  regular  classrooms. 

2.  The  new  federal  special  education  law,  94-142,  was  implemented  in  Septem- 
ber, 1977.  This  law  is  modeled  after  Chapter  766,  the  Massachusetts  special 
education  law,  and  mandates  that  (a)  all  handicapped  children  have  available 
to  them  a  free  and  appropriate  public  education;  (b)  that  the  rights  of  handi- 
capped children  and  their  parents  are  protected;  (c)  that  financial  assistance 
for  states  and  localities  be  provided  for  the  education  of  handicapped  children. 

Since  94-142  funds  cannot  be  used  to  offset  local  costs,  a  new  continuum  of 
programs  was  developed  in  conjunction  with  the  North  Shore  Special  Ed- 
ucation Consortium.  One  of  the  programs  is  located  at  Swampscott  Junior 
High  School  (Focus).  It  is  designed  to  service  ten  (10)  junior  high  students  with 
severe  learning  disabilities  and  provides  intensive  remediation  in  all  basic 
skill  areas  in  a  small  group  atmosphere.  Mrs.  Mary  Jo  O'Connor  was  appointed 
by  the  North  Shore  Special  Education  Consortium  as  the  special  education 
teacher  for  the  program. 

Other  programs  which  are  part  of  this  continuum  include  a  class  for  children 
with  severe  language  disabilities  in  Middleton,  a  primary  class  for  children 
with  severe  behavior  disorders  in  Salem,  and  a  preschool  class  for  develop- 
mentally  disabled  children  in  Beverly. 

3.  Psychological  services,  under  the  direction  of  Stanley  Glick,  Ph.D.,  provides 
numerous  services  to  Swampscott  parents  and  children.  Four  social  work 
interns  from  Boston  University,  Suffolk  University,  and  Salem  State  College 
are  assigned  to  Swampscott.  Among  the  psychological  services  provided  are 
individual  and  group  counseling  sessions,  psychological  evaluations,  home 
visits,  and  parent  education  programs. 

4.  In  an  effort  to  identify  high  school  students  who  may  be  in  need  of  a  more 
intensive  Reading  -  English  Program,  the  Stanford  Diagnostic  Reading  Tests 
were  administered  to  all  grade  10  students.  Based  on  these  results  and  results 
of  previous  testing,  three  classes  called  "English  in  Review"  were  established 
for  students  in  grades  9, 10,  and  11. 

5.  The  high  school  guidance  counselors  are  continuing  in  their  differentiated 
roles  of  Personal  Social  Counseling,  Career  Development,  and  College  Place- 
ment, but  given  the  addition  of  the  9th  grade  to  the  high  school,  each  counselor 
has  also  been  assigned  to  a  specific  grade.  The  assignment  of  Mr.  Martin  to 
9th  grade,  Mrs.  Fulton  to  10th  grade,  Mr.  Warne  and  Mr.  McDevitt  to  grade  11, 
and  Mr.  McDevitt  to  grade  12,  should  ensure  that  each  student  receives  all 
necessay  guidance  services. 

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

New  High  School 

1977  saw  the  virtual  completion  of  the  new  four-year  Swampscott  High  School 
on  Forest  Avenue.  Bricks,  mortar,  and  steel  had  taken  the  final  form,  and  in  September 
over  1,000  students  entered  the  modern,  sparkling  building  with  spacious,  well-lighted 
rooms,  well-equipped  labs  and  shops,  and  physical  education  facilities. 
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The  outdoor  facilities  were  greatly  used  by  the  physical  education  department, 
and  they  are  looking  forward  to  1978  when  the  playing  fields  plus  six  lighted  tennis 
courts  will  be  completely  ready. 

The  building  is  truly  outstanding.  It  gives  Swampscott  a  facility  in  which  it  can 
now  offer  an  excellent  four-year  high  school  program.  The  success  of  this  project  is 
owed  to  the  efforts  of  many  people.  Some  of  those  that  we  would  like  to  thank  are: 
The  High  School  Building  Committee,  and  the  School  Committee  for  all  of  their  fine 
cooperation;  High  School  Principal  Bert  Roger  and  Assistant  Principal  Jennie  McVey, 
Junior  High  Principal  Al  Rocci.  and  all  of  the  members  of  their  respective  staffs  for 
the  many  extra  hours  they  worked  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  conversion  of  the  two 
schools  went  smoothly;  Dr.  Peter  Capernaros.  former  Administrative  Assistant  to  the 
Superintendent,  his  successor  Mr.  Warren  Hopkins  for  their  assistance  during  the 
planning,  construction  and  many  stages  of  the  project;  all  of  the  town  inspectors, 
whose  cooperation  and  understanding  were  greatly  needed  and  appreciated;  Mr. 
Ralph  Earle.  a  high  school  teacher  and  member  of  the  School  Building  Committee, 
who  spent  many  hours  of  his  own  at  the  site  helping  to  solve  various  problems  that 
occurred;  finally,  all  of  the  local  citizens  who  served  on  the  various  committees 
organized  to  assist  with  the  conversion.  To  these  people  and  to  many  others  who 
may  not  be  listed  here,  we  wish  to  extend  our  most  heartfelt  appreciation. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  invite  all  of  those  interested  to  visit  the 
school  and  view  a  building  of  which  we  are  all  very  proud. 

Junior  High  Conversion 

Another  milestone  of  1977  was  the  move  of  the  junior  high  from  the  Shaw  build- 
ing to  the  site  on  Greenwood  Avenue.  In  the  conversion,  the  name  changed  from 
Shaw  Junior  High  School  to  Swampscott  Junior  High  School  and  Grade  9  became 
part  of  the  high  school,  leaving  only  7th  and  8th  grades  at  the  junior  high. 

The  renovations  of  the  junior  high  building  (Greenwood  Avenue)  were: 

1.  New  suite  for  Home  Economics 

2.  New  room  for  Art 

3.  Reading  Room  -  partitioned  and  carpeted 

4.  Mechanical  Drawing  classroom  transferred  to  Old  Home  Economics  room 

5.  Staff  lavatory  facilities  constructed  on  the  first  floor 

6.  Students'  lavatories  walls  were  painted,  new  lighting  fixtures  and  doors  on 
stalls  added 

7.  Some  of  the  other  areas  to  be  completed  by  June  are: 

a.  Guidance  office  partition 

b.  Administrative  office  reconstructed 

c.  Cafeteria  storage  added 

d.  Library  carpeted 

e.  Industrial  Arts  outside  door  added  and  vent  system  installed 

f.  Auditorium  lighting  meet  safety  code 

g.  Some  work  to  be  done  in  gym  locker  area 

h.  Bike  racks  for  students  to  be  purchased. 

Although  the  conversion  of  these  last  two  years  has  been  tumultuous,  now  that 
we  are  settled  in  the  Greenwood  Avenue  site,  we  look  forward  to  many  positive  and 
productive  years  for  students  of  Swampscott  Junior  High  School. 

Most  of  the  work,  with  exception  of  the  plumbing  and  electrical,  was  done  by 
the  School  Department  s  Maintenance  staff,  supervised  by  Mr.  Charles  Popp.  As  a 
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result,  funds  are  still  available  for  some  additional  remodeling  necessary  to  complete 
the  project.  Our  sincere  gratitude  is  extended  to  Mr.  Popp  and  his  men  for  doing  such 
a  fine  job  at  a  minimum  cost  to  the  Town. 

In  closing,  special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  passing  of  an  era  known  as 
Shaw  Junior  High.  Although  the  school  as  a  building  and  name  no  longer  exists,  it 
will  hold  memories  for  those  people,  staff  and  students,  who  participated  in  its  his- 
tory —  no  one  more  significantly  than  Mr.  Keith  L.  Jordan,  its  Principal  for  almost 
the  entire  time  of  its  existence.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Jordan! 

Elementary  Schools 

Other  major  projects  completed  this  past  year  included  the  resurfacing  of  the 
road  and  sidewalks  at  the  Stanley  School,  as  well  as  the  installation  of  copper  gutters 
on  that  building.  The  main  building  at  the  Hadley  School  received  a  much  needed 
waterproofing  treatment. 

CONCLUSION 

I  wish  to  commend  and  to  thank  the  School  Committee  for  their  support  in 
making  quality  education  available  to  all  students.  Their  concern  and  dedication,  as 
well  as  their  experience  and  knowledge  of  the  community,  eventually  lead  to  wiser 
decisions,  which  is  always  an  inspiration  to  me.  A  special  thanks  to  my  fellow  Town 
Department  Heads  who  have  cooperated  with  and  assisted  me  throughout  the  year  — 
including  the  Fire  and  Police  Chiefs,  D.P.W.  Superintendent,  Health  Officer,  Town 
Accountant,  and  Town  Treasurer.

Through 
the  years  of  service  to  the  Town,  Mr.  Manchin,  along  with  other  past  members  of  the 
Board  of  Assessors,  have  expressed  their  concern  over  escalating  town  and  state 
costs  and  rising  tax  rates.  We,  therefore,  present  our  report  and  comments  with  the 
continuing  deep  concern  but  more  so  with  a  sense  of  alarm.

The  above  amounts  represent  the  basis  for  computing  our  fiscal  1978  tax  rate  of 
$93.70.  Much  has  been  said  and  written  on  this  increase.  We  further  add:  (1)  Our 
percentage  tax  rate  increase  from  1976  to  1977  was  16%,  while  the  State  average 
was  11%,  for  this  period.  (2)  The  Assessors'  Office  generates  81%  of  the  income 
necessary  to  administrate  the  community;  (3)  The  real  estate  tax  accounts  for  54% 
of  the  revenue  to  administer  state,  county,  and  local  governments;  (4)  Prospects  for 
additional  new  construction  to  expand  the  Town's  tax  base  are  limited  and  we  will 
have  to  exist  with  our  present  real  and  personal  property  structure  and  constantly 
strive  to  equalize  the  tax  burden  among  existing  properties  through  valuation 
adjustments. 

It  is  obvious  to  all  in  the  field  of  taxation  that  the  real  estate  tax  is  reaching 
confiscatory  levels  and  must  be  limited  or  the  homeowner  will  be  unable  to  accom- 
modate the  need.  Less  government  spending,  new  means  of  taxation,  and  good 
assessment  practives  are  all  part  of  the  answer. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

FORREST  E.  MASON,  JR.,  Director 

The  Swampscott  Civil  Defense  Organization  continues  its  training  program  for 
the  Auxiliary  Fire,  Police,  Rescue  Squad,  and  Communication  Departments,  so  that 
in  time  of  emergency  these  units  will  be  prepared  to  help  our  regular  town  depart- 
ments. 

As  I  have  stated  so  many  times,  the  home  is  the  basic  unit  of  the  community  and 
the  basic  unit  on  which  protection  of  life  and  property  must  be  built.  Swampscott 
Civil  Defense  looks  to  you,  the  people  of  our  town,  to  take  an  active  role  in  protecting 
your  home.  No  one  else  can  do  that  job  for  you. 

A  few  steps  for  family  protection  are  as  follows: 

1.  Have  at  least  one  member  of  your  family  take  a  Red  Cross  First  Aid  Course. 
This  should  be  a  must. 

2.  Have  at  least  a  week's  supply  of  canned  goods  and  juices  for  each  member 
of  your  family. 

3.  Have  a  "Planned  Action"  with  your  family  so  that  each  member  will  know 
what  to  do  in  case  of  any  disaster. 

4.  Make  sure  that  your  portable  radio  and  flashlights  are  in  good  working  con- 
dition at  all  times. 

Long  man  hours  have  been  spent  in  maintaining  our  equipment  and  attending 
drills,  and  I  am  deeply  grateful  for  all  that  has  been  done  by  these  volunteers  over 
the  many  years  that  I  have  been  Civil  Defense  Director  of  our  town. 

I  am  also  grateful  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Chief  of  Police,  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department,  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  all  other  town  departments  who  have 
dohe  so  much  to  help  Swampscott  Civil  Defense. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  Swampscott  for  their  co- 
operation with  this  organization  over  the  many  years  that  I  have  been  Director  of 
Civil  Defense.

FEES -CHARGES -1978 

The  Massachusetts  General  Court,  in  its  infinite  wisdom,  enacted  Chapter  338 
of  the  Acts  of  1977  which  provided  for  an  increase  in  the  fees  this  office  is  allowed  to 
collect.  This  will  amount  to  a  percentage  increase  of  about  60%  in  money,  equivalent 
to  $260.00  in  fees. 

Other  legislative  Acts,  i.e.,  Section  29  of  Chapter  98,  were  amended  so  as  to 
discourage  fraud  and  other  dishonest  practices  by  increasing  the  fees  for  such  acts. 

Also,  Chapter  314  of  Chapter  101,  regarding  hawkers  and  peddlers,  requires  them 
to  wear  a  new  type  of  identification  license  to  prevent  the  same  license  from  being 
used  by  more  than  one  person. 

Again,  may  I  offer  this  office,  its  personnel,  and  its  equipment,  for  the  overall 
good  of  the  Swampscott  community  and  may  i  encourage  you  to  feel  free  to  contact 
this  office  regarding  any  consumer  complaint. 

I  promise  to  investigate,  follow  up,  and  report  back  to  the  person  reporting  to  me 
as  I  have  done  on  frequent  occasions  in  the  past.
